with naval and military Stores, some hundreds . 
of Cannon of difiérent descriptions, and nearly 
twenty thousand muskets, There were also two 
or three, public rapewalka, which shared the 
same fate, a fine frigate, pierced for sixty guns, 
and just ready to be launched, several gun-brigs 
and armed schooners, with a variety of tuke 
boats and small crafts. The powder magazines 
were set on fire and exploded with a tremendóna
